"Official Board* True, I took action vithout Mr. Saart's authorization, hut not with- 
out his knowledge. In spite of the fact that he referred to ae by naae several tines 
in an unpleasant letter directed to Mr. Saith (accusing ae of extreaisa and repeat- 
ing his accusations from the bulletin, no copy was indicated to ae. Mr* Smith aade 
a copy available to ae in the interest of fair play. 

At the onset, I was not defending the Sterner book— and I an not doing so now* 
I do defend the author's right to produce it as long as it is not fraudulent, regard- 
less of who disagrees with his conclusions. I defend ay right to read, to weigh and 
consider its contents and to reach ay own conclusions and also the rights of the con- 
gregation to have all of the information given to them that is available since the 
book was attacked in a sermon preached to thea.

>ty biggest stu&bling block to date has been ay inability to obtain records of the 
hearings (BCUA) on Coaaunist Activity in the Hew York Area, 1953* vhich are now out of 
print* I aa actually cost interested in the testimony of Bishop Oxnaa and aa anxious 
to get actual reprints of the entire testiaony, not excerpts, so that X could repro- 
duce pertinent sections* 

My intent is to produce a bound, printed report including all of the inforaation

I have been deeply disturbed end alarmed lately by sc*ae of the letters appearing 
in the Daily Tribune letter box, letters written by laymen to tell ninisters of the 
gospel what they may say and do, and what they Bay not. ^Most of these letters criti- 
cize preachers for taking a stand on political issues and they remind me of nothing so 
much as of the first steps which Nazism took in Germany to silence ninisters of the 
gospel. Thank Ood a few Ministers, like Martin Hieaoeller and Martin Debelius, re- 
fused to be intimidated even when they were thrown into concentration caops, so that 
when the nasty Hazi business was all over, these Den were the real heroes. 

I know that some in this congregation have criticized as for dealing with zsatters 
related to state and national life. The Hew Testament, as I see it, does not deal with 
a religion but with life, the ¥ life of can as it should properly be related to the life 
of God and so I count nothing human as alien to my message as a Christian minister. If 
scoeone says, "But I don't come to church to hear sccathing I don't went to listen to", 
I would r emin d that person that people reacted so violently to what Jesus preached that 
on one occasion he wa? hauled .out of the synagogue and almost thrown over a cliff as 
• reported in Luke U. Time and again he preached what people did not want to hear so 
that it got him into serious trouble, even with a cross, but he did it because he was 
showing xaan what their life ought to be in the light of the life of Odd. This is what 
I have always tried to do and, as long as I am permitted to remain a minister or a 
Christian of any kind, I shall continue. 

During the present campaign I have tried to follow my conscience and the leading 
of Cod about what I should preach - also the counsel of people who have given far more 
mature throught to this matter of what a minister should preach in crisis times than 
have those naive layman who have been sending their letters to the tfribune. In this 
campaign I have not dealt with candidates. I have' tried over a period of several 
months to review what our denomination has bild as its position on issues which have 
got into the platforms of the two major parties and let ids add that our position repre- 
sents also the concensus of the leading denominations on these issues over a period of 
many years. I have spoken of them because I believe they are Christian conclusions 
about life today as it relates to God's will. Furthermore, why should churches ccaaa 
to conclusions if they are afraid to proclaim them when certain politicians happen to 
disagree? Thus I have- spoken of our church's approval of the civil rights bill, of 
the partial test-ban treaty, the importance of wise multilateral disarmament on a 
world-wide scale, of our backing of the United Rations (which the Methodist Church 
helped greatly to Initiate in the first place) and more recently, I have spoken 
against the attecpt of one party or candidate to pin the responsibility for the cur- 
rent npral decline on the other party or its candidate, as this shows a complete mis- 
.*• understanding and underestimate of the causes of this decline and how it will be cor- 
rected, for the remedy Is not to be bad in electing one party or candidate or the other. 
If I had failed to do this> I think the Methodist Church would have good grounds for 
questioning my qualifications for a position as its minister here or elsewhere. How, 
if someone wants to criticize me as a minister who dabbles in politics from the pulpit, 
I sloply reply, "I do not agree with you. I think you are quite wrong in your under- 
standing of the Christian ministry today. This is a matter to which! and others have 
given so much thought and prayer that I am not likely to change my mind on* the matter. ,„ 
So if you don't like it, maybe you had better take to out and, lacking a cliff such as 
they almost threw Jesus over at Hazaretb, you might toss ce into the Detroit River. I 
am a miserable swicmer* 11

I say I have avoided speaking of candidates and have tried to deal with the real 
issues, vhich I am agraid the candidates have not been doing* Today I come to you with 
a presentation which up to last Friday I had HOT intended to make and let me assure you • 
that the effort cade this week to get everybody out for this service was not so that 
you night hear what I an about to say* I had another sermon fully prepared and if you 
don't give zae the "Kazareth treatment", I will preach it here the next tine I appear in 
this pulpit on Hovesiber 15* If I have time at the end of what I want to say today. I 
shall give you the opening of that sermon do that you will Snow "I kid you not"* I do 
not want to say what I feel called upon to say today but I an going to say it because 
I an convinced Almighty God would have zae say it and I must, like Peter and tbs dis- 
ciples* "obey God rather than Ban". For a quarter of a century I have invested my life 
in the ninistry of Jesus Christ on the American scene and today I speak entirely on my 
own initiative as Christ's minister in defense of the Christian Church and of the deno- 
nination which I love and will serve as long as it will permit me to do so* 

If you go away saying I have used ny pulpit to talk politics* I do not agree for 
what I say has to do with the church , not the state* However* I speak because certain 
politicians have presumed to talk about religion in this caapalgn and even to allow a 
certain book to be used as campaign propaganda* It is the book entitled* "Hone Dare 
.Call it Treason" by John Storaer which cakes serious charges against the Christian 
church in America* against the Methodist Church in particular and against a forcer pro- 
fessor of the Divinity School which I attended and which I would attend again if I had 
it to do over* In other words I did not raise the issue* John Storoer and other right 
wing extremists have raised it* Socseone nay have given or sold you a copy of "Hone 
Dare Call it Treason"* It has been distributed to several people in this church* to 
school principals, ministers and many other people* The book pretends to be based on 
facts and to be accurately documented by quotations from authoritative sources. 

One chapter* entitled "Subverting our Religious Heritage" tries to pin the cossau- 
nist label on American clergymen and their churches* I have studied this chapter thor> 
oughly and what I say in refutation is fro© «y own experience and f ron that of others 
whose word I know to be trustworthy* The chapter is a gross misrepresentation of the 
truth and* by implication at least* one of the most dangerous bits of writing I have 
ever seen* Let me illustrate* 

One of the great saints of the seminary I attended* Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School* is Walter Rauschenbusch, who died before I was a student there* Stormer tries 
to show that Rauschenbusch was an Influence in turning ministers and churches into the 
canonist trend of thought* a movement, incidentally* which exists only in Stormer's 
warped imagination* While X was a student at Colgate Rochester* I was elected presi- 
dent of the Rauschenbusch Club and made many visits to the Rauschenbusch home so that 
I came to know the elderly Mrs. Rauschenbusch very well* I have read almost all of 
Rauschenbusch 9 s books as have millions of other ministers and serious students of the 
Christian faith and I can testify that everything he wrote is Christian and especially 
Biblical* Bo cosnunist could possibly write that way! Be may not have agreed with all 
of Stormsr's radical political views but that does not make hin a cossaunist and I have 
no patience with those who are so unArorican that they try to pin the cosssunist label 
on everybody who disagreed with them in any respect* Storosr seem3 to choose to ignore 
or disagree with those passages of the Bible which deal with what Rauschenbusch called 
"the social gospel"* Incidentally, the new minister of Drayton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church of Ferndale, John Boyt, and the minister of ths First Baptist Church of Ferndale, 
John Upban, and I, still another John* are all graduates of Colgate Rochester* We know 
that to the business people, the laymen and ths ministers of Rochester* Walter Rauschen- 
busch is not a coGBiunist memory but a sainted soul who thought so much like Christ that 
his prayers are still used everywhere, including the "Prayer for the Church" in the 
back of our Methodist hymnal* Storaer's effort to make Rauschenbusch out a Marxist or 
an influence toward ccaaaunism is one of the foulest pieces of defamation of character 
I have ever come upon* 
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w ^J*** Koa? Dare Ca3JL u »«»«" has been analyzed carefully by the Minnea- 
polis, Tribune, the Christian Science Jfcnitor, the Christian Century cagazine, the 
Rational Ccasaittee for Civic Responsibility and the Educational Division of the Ifetbo- 
dist Church* The Michigan Christian Advocate, our Msthodist state paper, has had tvo 
articles condeaaing the book and I have here a four page article frca the Congressional 
Becprd, a speech delivered by Representative Charles Vanick in the US House on Sept. 10, 
19«. 1st mo quote f roa that article, first page bottoa of the middle coluaau 

But the reader has a right to expect that references set forth by Storaer as 
documentation will at least say vhat Stonaar claims for thoa. In case after case 
the author has subverted these references to give a totally erroneous inqpressioa 
and even to say precisely the opposite of what his ora reference dates. 

In other words, he sosatiass says a certain quote appears on a certain page of a cer- 
tain book and i®oa ex a minat ion it is discovered there is no such statement there or any- 
where in the book referred to. In some cases what the book really says is exactly the 
opposite to what Stotper quotes it as saying. 

let ae give you an ex&aple of just one such distortion as it relates to the Metho- 
dist Church and its Church School literature, for he eeeas especially anxious to pin 
tha^ccGBaaxist label on us. Stonaar states that in, the Adult Student of Sept. 1962, a 
Jfethodist Church School Journal - and I quote Storner. "l&rx is equated with Jesus as 
a revolutionary." To prove this he quotes this: "Thus Marx and Christ were revolu- 
tionary leaders." Seeas ;tp prove his point, doesn't it? But wait. Storasr punctuates 
the stateaeat with a period as if the quotation ended there. It did not. What it 
really said was this: "Thus Marx and Christ wer* revolutionary leader© but their methods 
and goals lay far apart. Jesus sought to, change the Binds and souls of aea in a trans- 
formation or conversion ... which would aanifest itself in social justice and brother- 
hood. Marx on the other band, resolved to iapose new political and economic patterns 
on society - colds which mn** Binds would then be forced to fit". See what Stonaer ' 
has, done? Wilfully Bisrepresented what our publication said and which no thoughtful 
Christian could possibly deny. Why? To prove that we are cosiaunists. Thus, under 
the guise of fighting cdaaunisa, he is really fighting American Christianity and its 
churches. Hitler's first attacks on the Geraan church were defended by his saying he 
was trying to saye the nation froa coaaunlsa. ' 

Storaer quotes J. Edgar Hoover in such a way as to cake it seen Hoover believes 
the clergy to be. a strong ara of or at least dupes'" of commissi. Jhe fact is, an TBI 
report on the ainistry and! the churches says just the opposite of that, lit ae quote 
w£at J. Edgar Hoover realty saidt "We owe. a debt of deep gratitude to the clergymen of 
this nation - aen who unflinchingly battle againstrthis conspiracy. "' Writing to the 
Educational Division of tb? tfethodist Church after examining our church literature, 
Hoover saids "It is very encouraging to ae to learn of the increasing aabunt of litera- 
ture exposing ccffiffiunisa eaanating froa this Msthodist Church and its related organizations. 
Your great church with its far-flung educational and social organizations, is in a posi- 
tion to rake a substantial and lasting contribution to the defeat of cosssunisa. I 
feel confident it will be done." 

Just in passing, Storaer refers to the late Methodist Bishop 0. Bronley Oxnaa, as 
the controversial bishop" as if his reputation in regard to ccranaisa were suspect. 
He does not go on to tell the real story.. Oxnaa was sighted by the House Cceaittee on 
UnAaerican Activities as one with coosunist leanings. Oxnaa deaanded and got a hearing 
before the EUAC where he spent a long gruelling day. At the end, the cocaittee com- 
pletely cleared hia of the cosasunist charge and Oxnaa wrote a book on it which becane 
a best sellei: and which is entitled, "I Protest". 

On page 126 of his book Storaer says: / 

In i960 a controversy developed over an officii U.S. Air Force Reserve • > 
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Training Manual which warned Air Force personnel that cdnaunists, their 
dupes and sympathizers bad Infiltrated into churches* 

Be then goe3 on to quote at length from the testimony of one obviously biased indivi- 
dual against the National Council of Churches, which first challenged the use of the 
aanual* This witness pitifully tries to show the KCC comunist. Storaer fails to aen- 
tion at all that after careful examination, the Air Force agreed with the National Coun- 
cil about the Manual so that it was withdrawn froxa use. end that Secretary of Defense, 
Robert McBaaara, personally apologized to the Kational Council of Churches that it had 
ever been allowed to be used* 

X*t ae resiled you that I am dealing only with these attacks on the Christian Church, 
the tfethodlst Church in particular and on a professor, long since dead, from the Seal- 
nary where I got zay theological education. If I di not have a right end a responsibility 
to do this, then we are In for either cocaunisa or something Just as bad In this country* 
Storcar clalas to be trying to defend freedoa but you don't defend freedoa with aisre- 
presentation* It was our Lord hiaself who said, "You shall know the truth and the truth 
shall cake you free*" Except for fooling a eultitude of unthinking people, about all 
Ston&er has done is lay hinself open to the possibility of several million dollars worth 
of libel suits, but sosa people are naive enough to be token in by his stuff* ffext 
week we hope to have here analyses of this bad, bad book by the Rational Comittee for 
Civic Responsibility and our own Division of Christian Education - possibly also soae 
reprints of the speech froa the Congressional Record* 

In the Record article is this quote froa Senator Thocas Kuchel, Republican of 
California: 

I synpathlze with sosas of xay constituents who are honestly bewildered and 
confueed by the trash of the right wing extreaists* I even feel sympathetic with 
those who have been taken in as dupes* But I have nothing but 'seething conteapt 
for the originators of hoaxes and swindles, froa the ludicrous leaders of the 
Birch Society ♦ ♦. and Including any and all of the several hundred siailar self- 
* styled patriotic groups* Indeed a good case can be zaade that they are unpatriotic 
and downright unAaerican. For they are doing the devil's work far better than 
comunists themselves could do* 

In'* this book you see what an extremist will do when the door is opened the least bit: 
attack everything dear to true Americans such as churches, schools, courts of justice, 
lawmakers and even the efforts of people to get the rights guaranteed thaa by the Consti- 
tution* Ho wonder aen like the Governor of this state tried so hard to get their party 
to disavow extreaisa but without success* (I hasten to say that this not a recommenda- 
tion of one ca n d i date or the other for the governorship*) I shall bote as ay conscience 
prcapts ce and you do as yours proopts you - conscience plus the leading of God, be- 
cause the two are not always the sa&e* 

last Friday the Today prograa on W reported that 50 Methodist ainistcrs had pick 
eted the Republican Headquarters in Kansas City where this book "Hone Dare Call it 
Treason" was being distributed. I do not know whether this "package of poison" is 
being distributed by the Republican party in this area. I Sincerely hope not* How- 
ever, the fact that it has been so distributed in soae sections requires that the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate disavow it, as he had the good sense to repudiate a scur- 
rilous aotion picture last week designed to sircar and uglify the president of the United 
States by innuendo. The Republican candidate has been talking auch about aorality in 
the United States and he aust reaeaber that the Bible says bearing false witness against 
anyone is also a sin* Bow auch aore bearing false witness against the church of Jesus 
Christ! Ve are not going to fight cosnunisa nor establish aorality that way. I aa 
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certainly not condoning the misdoings of the other candidate hut it vas Jesus again 
who laid down the principle that only those vho are without sin should cast stones at 
others* 

Let to repeat: I have not preached this senaon out of choice for I hate this kind 
of controversy* However. I receatoered Jesus who for awhile tried to evade his enes&ies 
and then finally bad to neet then head-on in Jerusalem and have it out with then even 
if they crucified hiza* I have spoken far Christ *s holy 3ake and his church's sake. I 
take ny cues froca hint and then let what will happen to zae. I love you people and I 
want you to he guided aright* It is to that end that I have spoken today* I aa con- 
vinced that ninisters had better speak out in such times as these* when politicians 
begin to v illif y the church and try to dictate what Christ* s ninisters shall say and 
do as they try to relate ran's life to the life of God. And let ne close with this 
observation: I believe the greatest issue in this election is whether we Christian 
Americans let God or a political party decide how we will vote.

3t hope that the critical comments which have 
been tossed at the Witness from time to time 
recently wfll not keep you from delving more 
deeply into social and political issues.

As a Christian, however, I spend most of my 
time out in the world, where there recently was 
a political campaign and an election, where rela- 
tions between the races are becoming more ex- 
plosive and more complex every day, where there 
is a tremendous increase in juvenile delinquency, 
and where thousands of people are bom every 
day into a world where they find despair, hard* 
ship, and debauchery as their main inheritance. 

My concern as a Christian is not so much how 
I can be a better member of my church as ft is 
how can my church better serve the world which 
it was meant to serve and how can I be a more 
effective (or less ineffective) Christian where 
* I work and live. 

X dont have too much trouble being a Christian 
among other Christians. I do have trouble, how- 
ever, being a Christian among mostly non-Chris- 
tians in situations where Christianity is, usually 
not recognized and is often scorned.

When a book like None Dare Call It 
Treason appears, serious reviewers and 
Christian, writers would ordinarily not 
ES. I, J5 U ? attention. It is not a good 
book. The fact becomes evident very soon 
from its tone but is really substantiated 
oy blatant, extreme attacks on many gov- 
ernment employees and officials. 

Because reports on the distribution of 

? , A^?2E5 rb * c i c ** $*»** as high as 
3,400,000 copies, also because the num- 
ber of copies of the book itself and refer- 
ences to its contents reaching the Witness 
office are significant, this column will de- 
vote space to it. 

The publisher of the book h given as 
Liberty Bell Press in Florissant, Mo, Au- 
thor John A. Stormer, according to the 
book, is a native of Altoona, Pa. * He 
served xn the Korean War, attends a "fun- 
damental Christian church," and is pres- 
ently chairman of the Missouri Federation 
of Young Republicans. 
# Since the heat 'oAhe presidential elec- 
tion has subsided, one would hope that 
this book could now be reviewed dispas- 
sionately, without risk of any charge of 
electioneering. 

. The Christian Century, (Oct. 14, 1964), 
itself under attack by Stormer, points out 
that though there are 818 numbered ref- 
erences listed in the back of the book, 
more than 25% of these are from four 
particular sources. They are Human 
Events magazine, reports of the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee (S1SS), 
reports of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities (HUAC), and the 
Congressional Record. 

One must understand, of course, that 
any congressman can have material 
placed into the Congressional Record. 
For example, on Sept. 10. 1964, Charles 
A- Vanik, congressman from Ohio, in- 
serted into the Record a number of pages

of copy highly critical of None Dare Call 
It Treason. 

Mr. Vanik introduced material from 
a report prepared by a nonpartisan com- 
mittee in Cleveland. According to Mr. 
Vanik, the committee is prohibited by its 
code of regulations from taking a partisan 
position on any public issue "except in 
instances where violence is advocated or 
practiced or where calumny— the mali- 
cious use of falsehood — is used to in- 
timidate or discredit." 

CLEVELAND ftCFOKT 

Besides pointing out that this book ap- 
pears to be the only publication ever is- 
sued by Liberty Bell Press and comment- 
ing on the unusually favorable arrange- 
ments for the dealer in the sale of this 
book, the Cleveland report says that though 
the extensive number of references listed 
would seem to indicate a well-documented 
study, ^nothing could be further from the 
truth. In most cases the person whose, 
testimony is relied on or the person who 
inserted material into the Record is not 
identified nor named. ■ 
* What is even worse',* according to the 
same report, Stormer "subvertcdT refer* 
ences % to give a "totally erroneous Im- 
pression and even to say precisely the 
opposite of what his own reference 
<laims." 

This charge against Stormer's book now 
*k? *P?e*xs «* the Congressional Record, 

which is the source of much of the evi- 
dence Stormer adduces. 

The Cleveland National Committee for 
Civic Responsibility further finds that 
some of Stormcr's sources arc hardly 
"authoritative." They call Human Events, 
which the author quotes 32 limes, "an 
admittedly biased right-wing publication " 
Stormer's 66 instances of "hearings" be- 
fore congressional committees and his 
65 quotations from the Congressional Rec- 
ord are of questionable value because he 
usually fails to identify the person offer- 
ing the testimony. 

The Religious Newsweekly. which origi- 
nates at 475 RiversMe Drive in New York, 
calls None Dare Call It Treason "a cheap 
paperback" and says "once again the 
charges of communism in the churches 
and the National Council of Churches are 
revived, which were discredited back in 
the McCarthy era." 

Since Stormer*s volume includes numcr* 
ous quotations from /, Edgar Hoover, 
Elsa Kruuse, editor of the Newsweekly, 
points out that over his own signature 
Hoover also wrote; V want you to know 
that neither on this occasion (in 1 947) nor 
at any other time have I made any state* 
ment criticizing the Federal Council of 
Churches op the National ^Council of 
Churches" ' * > .'<'-»; 

Sometimes a view from another coun- 
try can add perspective to an issue that 
is hotly contested in one's own land. An 
evaluation of None Dare Call It Treason 
m the Manchester Guardian Weekly 
(Oct. 29, 1964) may be significant 
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That weekly states: "Mr. Stormer has 
spent many years collecting quotations 
to prove that a left-wing conspiracy has 
long been in power in Washington. , , . 
There has always been a fear of a federal 
plot at the grass roots of American democ- 
racy. Those politicians who wish to ex- 
ploit this fear by the preaching of hate 
have always been able to find tame intel- 
lectuals' to ferret in the files and buttress 
the harangues of prejudice with the seem- 
ing proofs of fact. 

Surely, though, if None Dare Call It 
Treason is cheap, unreliable, and vicious, 
such t conclusions should be evident to 
well-informed people simply from reading 
the book itself. One might reason thus 
were it not for the troubled times, the 
legitimate antipathy to atheistic commu- 
nism, and the basic gullibility of most 
people. Nor is it necessary to doubt the 
sincerity or the patriotism — of sorts — 
which motivates those who produce or 
promote such a book. 

The book itself, however, must be called 
what it is; an unrestrained accusation 
against trusted leaders in high govern- 
mental positions. Furthermore, it seeks 
to indict and to throw doubt on the in- 
tegrity and intelligence of men from both 
parties. It seeks to create suspicion, fear, 
and distrust toward policies adopted and 
followed by governmental action in the 
past and insinuates a sinister plot to sell 
out to communism. 

Toward the end of his work Stormer 
puts a question in the mouth of aroused 
Americans: Why does the United States 
State Department "protect communism at 
evety opportunity?^ The answer he gives 
(in italics) states: "If American aid were 
stopped, the communist' empire- would k 
likely collapse" and incentive for* world 
government disappear,,* 

OUT OF CONTEXT 

Concerning this question and answer 
the Cleveland report already referred to 
as appearing in the Congressional Record 

says: "Stormer wrenches a single sen- 
tence out of context from an unofficial 
report, intended to explore the possibility, 
not the desirability, of world government 
and attempts to use it as documentation 
that communism would collapse without 
American aid." A few lines down it adds: 
"A more flagrant and dishonest misuse of 
quoted material would be hard to imag- 
ine- 
Without attempting in any way to white- 
wash all officials of the government or 
to exonerate them all from blame for xnjfc 
**te-j?Livdgment or of intention, this 
reviewer finds None Dare Call It Treason 
unsatisfactory and reprehensible. The 
very fact that it consistently and violently 
£eek$^io_un&ng^^ 
*nano£s_e^ed^a^^ 
dejmands , the utmost in honesty and con- , 
scientious use of evide nce. Such a spirit

Stormer even dares to imply that the 
Kennedy-Johnson Administration was en- 
gaged "knowingly or unknowingly in a 
planned program of surrender to com- 
munism. 

Christians who love truth and want to 
uphold justice will not shun the hard work 
iheir ciUzenship in both realms, state and 
church, demands. They will,* however, 
also seek to practice . both strict honesty 
and consistent charity in their Judgments 
of those in high places.

When the pastor speaks for 
God to the people (absolution, 
benediction, etc.), he faces the 
congregation. When he speaks to 
God for and with the people (con- 
fession of sins, prayers, etc.), he 
turns to the altar, which symbolizes 
God's presence. 



In the light of Acts 3:15, 
Acts 5:30, and 1 Thessalonians 
2:14, 15, how could the Pope 
publish the encyclical saying 
the Jews did not kill Christ? 

We cannot, of course, speak 
for the Roman Catholic Church, 
but >e can Join in the rejection of 
any form of anti-Semitism. The 
Bible cannot be invoked for the 
claim that Jews, ancient and con- 
temporary, are "Christ killers" 
more than Gentiles were and are. 

New Testament passages which 
refer to the Jews* role in the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus of Nazareth should 
always be taken together with pas- 
sages which hold mankind in gen- 
eral as {responsible. In 1 Corinthi- 
ans 2:8 Paul ascribes the action of 
crucifying the lord of glory to "the 
princes of this world." The con- 
text shows that also the Greeks, 
who preferred human wisdom to 
the Gospel, were involved. 

If we go back in history to the 
original perpetrators, we should 
remember that also Gentiles 
played a part in our Lord's con- 
demnation and crucifixion. In both 
the Apostolic and the Nicene 
Creed the Christian . church con- 
fesses that Jesus Christ suffered 
and was crucified "under Pontius 
Pilate," a Roman, or, in the ex- 
pression of some race theorists, an 
Aryan. 

Who are the people who today 
"crucify to themselves the Son of 



God afresh"? They are, accord- 
ing to Hebrews 6:6, the ones who 
"fail away" from the faith, regard- 
less of race or culture. All people 
by their sins made it necessary for 
the Lamb of God to be slain 4 To 
balance out the truth, all people 
without distinction (Rom. 10:12; 
Gal. 3:28) share in divine grace 
and in the fruits of Christ's redemp- 
tion. When John the Divine, in Rev- 
elation 13:8, speaks of "the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world," he directs our attention to 
God's act for our salvation. God's 
gracious will is of greater moment 
than man's misdeed in bringing it 
about. 

Who crucified Jesus Christ? In 
laying aside all pride and in re- 
fusing to point an accusing ringer 
at others, the Christian simply joins 
the hymn writer in saying: 

My burden in Thy Passion, 
Lord, Thou hast borne for me, 
For it was my transgression ' 
Which brought this woe on Thee. 



When we speak of God's 
omnipresence, are we to be* 
lieve that God is present also 
in all things? Example: desk, 
chair, walls, floors. 

When we speak of God's omni- 
presence, we mean that God *i$ 
present everywhere. This does not 
mean that God is of the essence 
or essential nature of an object. 
Paul tells us that in God "we live 
and move and have our being," 

The omnipresence of God is not 
to be equated with pantheism. We 
cannot proceed from the unity of 
nature and argue that God is 
merged in the world. Nor can we 
proceed from God and argue that 
the universe is merged In God. 

The difference 1 between God 
and His creatures remains. God is 
present in His creatures but is not 
a part of them. He Is also tran- 



scendent — prior to and exalted 
above the universe, having His 
being apart from it. Appreciation 
of this divine quality lights up the 
meaning of the incarnation of our 
Lord. 



I do not have steady work % 
but 1 make a pledge to my 
church each year and try to 
keep or exceed my promise.

If, however, in the course of the 
year God blesses us beyond what 
we expected at the time we made 
our pledge, our contributions ought 
to reflect these greater blessings 
according to the "as God hath 
prospered" standard. 

Statements of the amount 
pledged and contributed serve as 
receipts and as a record for in- 
come tax deductions. Such a re- 
ceipt will also enable us to cor- 
rect any error which may have 
been made in posting our contri- 
butions. In some instances the 
statements may indicate that mem- 
bers are failing to share in the 
mission our Lord has chosen to 
carry on through His church.
